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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claims 1,12, and 27 Silverman teaches 
determining a proximity of a called party to one or more subcriber locations (cell sites) (see col. 1 , lines 59-62). These cell cites in 
Silverman are identified independent of called party predetermination because the cell cites are established before the called party enters 
them (see col. 3, lines 7-9). The "one or more subscriber locations" as claimed are not interpreted to mean one or more communication 
devices. Regarding claim 35 it woulld have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to make the 
received telephone call from a calling party line to a called party line adapt to include a called party wireline because telecommunication 
terminals are capable of originating calls towards various communication devices including wire line devices and it would allow for more 
efficient location-based call forwarding. 
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
